Between  no?/  and  Becemb°r  15,  95  county  and  405  community  committeemen  will 
be  elected  to  represent  their  neighbors  in  operating  the  AM  farm  program  locally, 
Chairman  C.  V.  Hemphill  of  the  State  AAA  Committee  said  today. 

Three  committeemen  will  be  chosen  by  secret  ballot  to  represent  farmers  in 
each  community.    Two  alternates  also  will  be  named,-  as  well  as  a  delegate  to  the 
county  convention,  where  a  three-member  county  committee  will  be  elected. 

Reminding  New  Mexico  fsrmeris  and  ranchers  of  their  interest  in  the  AAA  farm 
program,  Mr.  Hemphill  called  for  an  all-out  ballot.    Approximately  15,000  farriers 
and  ranchers  are  eligible  to  vote. 

"In  these  days  of  post./ar  problems,  such  as  crop  prices,  marketing  di:°ficul1>- 
ies,  and  production  adjustment,"  he  said,  "AAA  committeemen  will  play  an  imp  or  tr- 
ail t  part  in  helping  farmers  and  the  government  find  workable  solutions.    We  hope 
every  eligible  farmer  w ill  cast  his  ballot."

Out  of  the  old  USBA  war  boards  have • grown  new  agricultural  councils  for 
states  and  counties.    As  directed  by  Secretary  Anderson,  war  board  chairmen  will 
call  meetings  before  November  50  to  elect  officers  to  s  3rve  in  1946. 

Council  functions  include  helping  agricultural  agencies  coordinate  their 
activities,  providing  for  exchanging  information  and  discussing  mutual  problems, 
and  earring  out  USPA  assignments. 

NO  TriV.I  CRO?  rTSURA:TCB  FOB  1945 
Nothing  new  in  the  way  of  crops  will  be  added  to  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance 
Program  next  year.    The  1946  program  will  cover  the  same  crops  that  came  under 


the  '45  program  —  And  that's  regular  Nationwide  coverage  on  wheat,  flax,  and 
cotton  ...  with  experimental  insurance  offered  in  certain  counties  for  corn  and 
tobacco.    Congress  has  said  that  three  additional  crops  nay  be  covered  by  trial 
insurance  programs  each  year.    And  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Corporation  -as 
been  studying  the  possibility  of  adding  citrus  fruits,  potatoes,  and  peanuts  to 
the  list  of  experimental  crops.    But  i  t  has  been  decided  to  wait  a  little  longer 
before  expanding  these  "trial"  programs.    The  idea  is  to  insure  a  firm  basis  for 
the  programs  now  in  effect  —  and  then  expand,  maybe  in  1947. 

CEILING  PRICES  INCIffASED  GJ  LITE  ,  C  OS 

OPA  has  raised  the  coiling  prices  cn  live  hogs  at  thirteen  terminal  markets. 
The  raise  amounts  to  five  cents  a  hundred  pounds  at  the  designated  terminal 
markets.    OPA  says  the  hike  in  ceilings  was  to  put  a  crimp  in  widespread  country 
buying  of  hogs.    As  more  and  more  sales  -.-re-re  made  which  bypassed  terminal  markets, 
serious  hardships  were  experienced  by  stockyard  companies,  selling  agencies,  and 
slaughterers  ....  So  now,  with  the  new  price  ceilings,  more  hogs  are  expected  to 
go  to  market  through  the  regular  channels. 

PgTCTgg  GO  ABROAD 

Part  of  our  pumper  potato  crop  will  be  shipped  abroad  to  help  feed  the 
hungry  people  of  Europe.    -Vith  the  development  of  ways  to  refrigerate  late  po- 
tatoes on  their  way  across  the  Atlantic  -  and  with  better  distribution  systems 
in  operation  on  the  continent  -  there  is  less  chance  of  spoilage  during  shipment. 
So  one  million  bushels  of  late  potatoes  from  Eastern  farms  are  going  to  Belgium* 
When  negotiations  are  completed,  France  vrill  get  some,  too.    And  Canada  plans  to 
import  from  three  to  five  million  bushels  of  potatoes  from  late-producing  States 
of  the  Great  Lakes f area  and  the  East.

The  United  States  will  furnish  nearly  four  million  tons  of  food  to  liberated 
European  countries  and  French  North  Africa  in  the  last  quarter  of  1945.    Put  the 


four  million  tons  is  only  ton  percent  of  all  our  food  for  this  period.  United 
States  civilians  will' get  about  twenty-nine  million  tons,  or  seventy-eight  percent. 

GA  THE  IA^KET~HG  PASSED  ITS  PEAK 

Cattle  marketing  appears  to  have  passed  its  peak  for  the  1945-46  season,  and 
it  looks  now  as  if  the  third  week  of  October  will  stand  as  the  record  week  for 
Marketings  with  2  76  thousand  head.    That's  more  then  ten  thousand  head  more  than 
the  previous  record  week  in  1944.    But  the  marketing  of  calves  balances  off  with 
ten  thousand  head  less  than  the  peak  of  last  year.    Hog  slaughter  is  still  on  the 
way  up  ....  and  it  looks  as  if  we  could  expect  the  high  mark  of  the  year  about  the 
second  week  in  December •    When  you  compare  the  market  with  last  year's  record, 
only  about  half  as  many  hogs  are  being  slaughtered  this  year.     That's  partly  be- 
cause the  1945  spring  pig  crop  was  smaller  -  and  partly  becarise  farmers  and 
delaying  marketing  to  feed  their  hogs  to  heavier  weights. 

ELEVENTH  HOUR  REPORT  ON  THE  NATION'S  CROP  PRODUCTION 

The  eleventh  hour  report  on  the  Nation 's  crop  production  points  to  a  level 
just  below  the  all-time  high.    Even  though  prospects  dropped  a  little  during 
October,  farmers  are  still  turning  out  a  total  production  that  almost  equals  the 
outputs  of  1942  and  1944.    Cotton  pulled  the  average  dorm  more  than  any  other  one 
crop.     The  forecast  dropped  411  thousand  bales  during  the  one  month  —  and  the 
1945  cotton  crop  looks  to  be  the  smallest  since  1399,  ?\rith  the  exception  of  the 
1921  crop.    But  tobacco  stayed  right  up  at  the  top  of  the  chart,  with  the  first 
and  only  two-billion  pound  crop  ever  harvested  in.  the  United  States.    ".Theat,  oats, 
rice  and  sugarcane  followed  along  With  record— breaking  crops.    And  all-time  high 
production  records  were  set  for  peaches,  pears,   early  and  midseason  oranges, 
grapefruit,  almonds,  hops,  and  truck  crops.    Milk  and  egg  productions  are  still 
running  high — But  even  thomgh  milk  production  set  a  new  record  for  the  month  of 
October,  the  decline  from  September's  output  was  more  than  seasonal.    Egg  pro- 
duction was  just  five  percent  under  the  record  set  in  October  of  last  year.
